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First Kody’s 5k 
Set for Saturday

After the heartbreaking passing of 
beloved community personality 
Kody Pelly in December, Columbia 
grieved in a variety of ways. For 
Kody’s mother, Kim, walking was 
her escape. That escape led to an 
idea, and that idea will be realized 
this Saturday morning at 8 a.m. as 
the first ever Kody’s 5k Run/Walk 
takes place at Lindsey Wilson 
College’s Holloway Health and 
Wellness Center. 

“Walking is really what helped 
me,” Kim Pelly said in an interview 
Wednesday morning. “I would just 
go out and walk to clear my mind, 
and it’s been my saving grace since 
everything happened, so I had the 
idea to put together a 5k.” 

Pelly said she started putting the 
idea together near the end of May, 
and that things went to the next level 
when Robin Lewis became involved. 

“Robin got on board and really 
started things rolling,” Pelly 
explained. “She’s helped me a whole 
lot.” 

The five-kilometer (or 3.1 mile) 
race will start and begin at the 
Holloway Health and Wellness 
Center, with age group awards given 
out to the top three male and females 
in each of the 12-and-under, 13-19, 
20-29, 30-39, 40-49, 50-59 and 60- 
and-over groups. Registration is $25, 
and all proceeds go to help Kody’s 
favorite charity, The Crusade for 
Children. 

“I thought about the benefits going 
towards Williams Syndrome, which

Road Funds; Where Will They Go? 

State Discretionary Money Will Stay In Adair County , But Has Yet To Be Allocated

There have been several new 
developments since state Rep. 
John “Bam” Carney presented 
the Adair County Fiscal Court 
with $385,000 in state 
discretionary road funds at last 
Tuesday’s meeting, but 
apparently the amount of 
money obtained remains 
secure. 

“The good news is that 
Adair County and its citizens 
still get $385,000,” Carney 
says. 

Last week’s meeting 


featured several contentious 
moments between Carney and 
Adair County Judge-Executive 
Ann Melton, with the 
argument centering on how the 
funds were appropriated. 

“I don’t want people to think 
that I’m not grateful for the 
money Bam brought to the 
county, because I am,” Melton 
says. “But I knew some of the 
roads that were to receive the 
money didn’t qualify, so let’s 
put it on roads that need it.” 

Melton’s premonition about 
some of the roads not meeting 
state qualifications for funding 


proved to be correct, as the 
morning after the meeting, 
James Hoskins, field 
representative from Gov. 
Steve Beshear’s office, 
inspected the six roads that 
Carney aimed to fund, and 
found that three of them 
didn’t meet the standard. 
Carney says he does not 
know why the funding was 
awarded before the roads 
were inspected. 

“I’m still trying to figure 
out why the state hadn’t 
done that,” Carney says. “It’s 
beyond me why they would 


have me pick up paperwork on 
roads that haven’t been approved 
yet.” 

Melton has also taken issue 
with how the six roads Bam 
proposed to fund were selected, 
as she has regularly obtained 
state discretionary funds without 
the intervention of state 
representatives. 

“Where did the three roads 
[that didn’t qualify] come from? I 
did get frustrated at the meeting,

Sheriffs Dept Makes 
Marijuana Arrest

An Adair County man was arrested on drug charges early Sunday 
afternoon after an officer serving an unrelated warrant on another 
individual noticed the smell of marijuana upon approaching the 
residence. 

Adair County Deputy Sheriff Aaron Rainwater arrived at Adam 
Haskeill’s home on Ross Cemetery Road, immediately picked up on 
the distinct odor, and searched the residence after Haskiell granted him 
verbal consent. Rainwater recovered several containers of marijuana, 
and Haskiell also admitted that he had six plants growing nearby, all of 
which were recovered. 

“I was there looking for a guy that was supposedly staying there,” 
Rainwater says. “It was kind of a fluke; we could smell it as soon as 
we got out of the car.” 

Rainwater says that Haskiell readily admitted that he was in 
possession of the drug, noting that it was too obvious for any attempt 
at denial. 

“He told me before we even went inside that he had a lot of 
marijuana in there,” Rainwater says. “While I was talking to him he 
had leaves and stuff all over him, so it was pretty easy to tell what was 
going on.” 

Haskiell was arrested and charged with trafficking in marijuana and 
possession of drug paraphernalia. 

Sheriff Harrison Moss and Deputy Brandon Hitch assisted 
Rainwater on the scene. 
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Deputy Aaron Rainwater, Sheriff Harrison Moss, and Deputy 
Brandon Hitch recovered six marijuana plants, along with 
several containers of processed marijuana Sunday on Ross 
Cemetery Road. Adam Haskiell was arrested on trafficking 
charges, and more than five pounds of pot was recovered.

They say history repeats itself. Scholars can 
cite examples throughout history, from wars that 
are fought for the same reasons, over and over, to 
cultural trends that pop back up every few 
generations, to political arguments that use the 
same rhetoric despite changing and evolving 
circumstances.

You Can 
Go Home 
Again... 



You can go home again... All things change with time 
and our perception of them. Someone once wrote that 
Kentuckians, second only to Texans, love their state 
more than any other people. This may or may not be 
true, but once a Kentuckian, always a Kentuckian. And 
look at all the folk from other states who choose to come 
to Kentucky to live. There is no denying that home is 
home. Adair County has been no different. A century 
ago or last Thursday, we love to come home again. The 
following are short items from 1900, gleaned from the 
pages of the Adair County News. 

Mr. W.M. Overton, who left Adair County in the fall 
of 1856 for Illinois, is back on a visit. Mr. [Overton] was 
born on the farm where “Uncle” Billy Waggener now 
lives, February 23, 1844. Wm. Overton, the father of 
W.M. Overton, was well known in Adair when he left 
the county. The subject of this notice resides at 
Winchester, Ill., and has been in the gunsmith business 
for the past twenty-five years. Mr. Overton has a number 
of relatives in Adair county. 23 May 1900 

Miss Ethel Walford, of Pensacola, Fla., a young lady 
well known in this community, will arrive in Columbia 
tonight on a visit. 30 May 1900 

Mr. Weeden M. Starks and wife, who reside at Indian 
Springs, Ind., were visiting in Columbia last Friday. Mr. 
Starks’ wife was Miss Rosa Duvall, a popular young 
lady of Cane Valley. 30 May 1900 

Mr. Creed Watson, who was born and reared in Adair 
County, but who has been in Colorado for the past 38 
years, returned to the county of his nativity last week. 
He is now seventy-odd years old, somewhat broken in 
health, and will not again return to the far west. In 
thirty-eight years there have been many changes in 
Adair County. Old buildings have passed away and new 
ones taken their place. Many familiar figures in the 
earlier days of Mr. Watson have gone to meet their 
reward, yet strange to say, he readily recognized some of 
his old school mates and in return was recognized by 
them. 30 May 1900 

Capt. J.W. Pro well, who was born and reared on the 
farm now belonging to J.R. Montgomery, four miles 
from Columbia, is now in this locality visiting friends 
and to view his old home. Capt. Prowell served in the 
Mexican War and when the Civil War broke out, he 
made a good soldier in the Confederate ranks. His home 
is in Cedar County, Mo., and this is his first visit to this 
section since 1852. He is now 73, but active and 
vigorous for a man of that age. He attended the reunion 
in Louisville and came out here to spend a week or so. 6 
June 1900 

Mr. Cary Elliott, a native of Adair County, who has 
been living in Missouri for many years, is visiting his 
old friends in the county of his nativity. Mr. Elliott was 


reared a Whig, but when that party went to the wall he 
became identified with the Democratic party, and at 
every election since that time he has either cast his vote 
accordingly or has not voted at all. 6 June 1900 

Mrs. S.D. Dohoney, of McKinney, Texas, is visiting 
relatives here [Cane Valley], Mr. Jo Smith, of Honey 
Grove, Texas, is visiting his brother, Wm. Smith, of this 
place [Cane Valley], Mrs. Annie Smith, a former 
resident of Columbia, a most excellent Christian lady, 
now making her home in Fort Worth, Texas, is visiting 
relatives in this community and vicinity. Mr. C.M. 
Breeding and wife left for Ardmore, I.T. [Indian 
Territory, later Oklahoma], yesterday morning. Rev. 
Geo. H. Burton, of Longmirers, South Carolina, is 
visiting in Columbia [Rev. George Hector Burton], Mrs. 
E.L. Hamilton, nee Miss Lula McLean, of McCrory, 
Ark., is visiting relatives here. Miss Bettie Gilmer, 
Honey Grove, Texas, is visiting relatives in Columbia, 
stopping at the residence of Mr. J.W. Coy. 6 June 1900 

Mr. “Nat” Gaither, who was a grandson of Dr. Nathan 
Gaither, who died in Columbia many years ago, visited 
his old friends in this community last week, he having 
resided here in his early manhood. He is now a 
prominent businessman of Hopkinsville, where he 
located soon after the close of the war between the 
States. Our people regretted that he could not remain 
with them but two days as he was remembered as a very 
excellent young man. Mr. Gaither served in the 
Confederate army and was one of the gallant soldiers 
who went out from Adair County. During his stay here 
he related to us this incident that occurred during the 
war: In 1862 he was passing through Wayne County 
with his regiment. His horse had given out and he was 
compelled to secure another one. He had an 
acquaintance in the county, Mr. James Jones, with 
whose son Nat had been in college here, and it was to 
him Mr. Gaither told his troubles. Mr. Jones informed 
him that he did not have a horse to spare, but that his 
daughter owned one that he would sell. “All right,” said 
Nat, “bring it out.” The price agreed upon was $150, but 
Mr. Gaither had only Confederate money and Mr. Jones 
could not use it. But he wanted Nat to have the animal, 
and remarked “I will take your note for the amount.” 
The note was executed, and in 1871, after Mr. Gaither 
had been elected Circuit Court Clerk of Christian 
County, the “promise to pay” was sent him and a check 
was immediately forwarded for principal and interest. 
13 June 1900 

Mrs. Mattie Baker, of Alvarado, Texas, is visiting 
relatives in Columbia. Mr. J.H. Mercer and his two sons, 
of Mesquite, Texas, are visiting relatives in Adair 
County. 13 June 1900 

And a band of gypsies...A band of people, usually 
styled as Gypsies, are now camped at the ford, near 
Wilson’s Mill. Their business is trading horses, and 
during the summer months they roam from place to 
place, never staying in any one locality longer than two 
or three weeks. The women sell lace and pretend to tell 
fortunes. The lace is generally bought at our local stores 
for fifteen or twenty cents per yard, and shoved off on 
the unsuspecting as their own work at the low price of 
fifty cents per yard. 23 May 1900 

The Gypsies have swapped a great many fortunes for 
“old clothes” since they have been in the vicinity of 
Columbia, and if everything takes place hereabouts that 
they have predicted, there are going to be some 
wonderful changes. If they have told the truth there will 
be eighty-three weddings in Columbia in the next few 
weeks. 30 May 1900

and I did get angry,” Melton 
says. “I thought it was 
wasting money—I know it 
was.” 

Carney maintains that the 
requests came from the 
magistrates. 

“Of the six roads, four 
were requested directly from 
communication with the 
magistrates,” Carney says. 
“One was a road that 
magistrate [Harold] Burton 
had previously requested 
funding for and not been able 
to get it, and the other was a 
road that was paved in 2010 
but was never finished, three- 
tenths of a mile was never 
paved. It should have been 


completed by now.” 

Carney also says that he 
didn’t intend to maneuver 
around Melton’s appeal for 
discretionary funds, saying 
there was a possibility of 
getting the money he 
obtained in addition to 
Melton’s request, but admits 
that it is unlikely now due to 
the bickering that has ensued. 

“I don’t think anything’s 
out of the question yet, but it 
may be harder now,” Carney 
says, noting the $600,000 in 
discretionary funds awarded 
to Cumberland County last 
year. “The state doesn’t really 
like being put in the middle 
of something like this. There 


could’ve been a way we 
could’ve gotten both 
requests, although it might 
have been a long shot.” 

Neither Carney nor Melton 
is eager to divulge much 
about their apparent rift, with 
Melton only commenting that 
she thought the roads Carney 
wanted to fund didn’t need it 
as bad as other roads in the 
county. It’s notable that 
Carney has reached across 
party lines to include Mike 
Stephens, Melton’s 

opposition for Judge- 
Executive in the November 
election, in the process of 
obtaining the money. Carney 
hesitates to elaborate on the

role Stephens played though. 

“I just want to thank Mr. 
Stephens and magistrate 
[Billy] Rowe for their support 
and help when we went to 
Frankfort to get this money,” 
Carney says. “I appreciate 
that they worked with me on 
this to bring road monies to 
Adair County.” 

The three roads that did 
meet qualifications for 
funding were Bennett Ridge 
Road, Marlow Campbell, and 
Piercy Road, but the cost of 
the proposed work on these 
roads is only estimated at 
$160,000, leaving almost a 
quarter-million dollars left to 
be dispersed by Carney. 

One thing that he and 
Melton seem to agree on is 
that the magistrates should 
play a big role in determining 
how the remaining money is 



spent. 

“The question now is does 
Bam go with the magistrates 
or does he want to make the 
call,” Melton says. “I think it 
should be left up to the 
magistrates.” 

“I can pull that money and 
put it on state roads in Adair 
County, but that’s not my 


wish at all,” Carney says. 
“My goal is to work with the 
Fiscal Court on that—all 
eight of them—the judge and 
seven magistrates.” 

It’s likely that this late in 
the season, it will be next 
spring before work begins on 
any of the roads that receive 
discretionary funding.

“While I think our theme was meant to reveal a new 
costume for our mascot, Blue Raider Bob, a lot of us 
probably don’t remember having a mascot while we 
were at Lindsey Wilson,” Luckey told more than 200 
guests at Roberta D. Cranmer Dining & Conference 
Center. 

Luckey noted that when award recipient and 1973 
LWC alumnus Kerry Michael Givens of Bowling Green, 
Ky., was an LWC student, the college didn’t play its 
basketball games in Biggers Sports Center, and 
volleyball and wrestling, who also compete in Biggers 


Sports Center, were not varsity sports. 

Luckey also said that when award recipient and 2001 
LWC alumnus Chris Estes of Lexington, Ky., attended 
LWC, the college did not have a health-and-wellness 
center nor a sports park. 

In the last 10 years, LWC has invested more than $50 
million in an expansion of its A.P. White Campus, 
contributing to another kind of dawn of a new day at the 
college, Luckey said. 

The one constant, however, over the years, he said, 
has been the commitment of the LWC faculty and staff. 

“What we did have then — and what I’m convinced 
that we still have today — is a passionate and a nurturing 
and a committed group of faculty and staff who love this 
place and love its precious students,” said Luckey, who 
has been the college’s eighth president since 1998. 

At the Alumni Awards and Athletic Hall of Fame 
Celebration, Givens received the Distinguished 
Alumnus Award and Estes received the Young Alumnus 
Award. The Rev. Howard O. and Dee Reynolds, both of 
Lexington, Ky., were named honorary alumni.

Celebration, two members from the Class of 2001 were 
inducted into the LWC Athletic Hall of Fame: Michelle 
Burns Perry of Indianapolis was the first volleyball 
player to be inducted into the Hall of Fame and Jessica 
Seamon of Smyrna, Ga., was the first softball player to 
be inducted into the Hall of Fame.

Another stellar week for the 
NFL. On top of the laughable 
punishment handed down to 
Colts owner Jim Irsay that I 
wrote about a couple weeks 
ago and both the Ray Rice and 
Ray McDonald domestic 
violence issues, the National 
Football League now faces 
another violence issue, this 
time related to a child, and this 
time involving mega-star 
Adrian Peterson. 

The 29-year-old MVP running back was indicted on 
charges of reckless or negligent injury to a child and was 
later booked, posted $15,000 bond, and then released from 
a Texas jail early Saturday morning. The charges stem from 
an incident at his home in May in which Peterson used a 
“switch” to discipline his 4-year-old son for pushing 
another of his children. The child suffered bruises and 
lacerations to his legs, backside, hands and ankles, in 
addition to other areas. 

Nearly a year ago, Peterson’s 2-year-old son, who he had 
only recently learned was his, was killed when he was 
allegedly assaulted by the boyfriend of the child’s mother. 
The man was charged with murder and manslaughter. 

I mention that tragedy only to place Peterson’s actions 
into context. While he had only been aware that the boy 
was his son for two months, one would have to imagine 
such a terrible event would leave a lasting impact. To, 
roughly seven months later, beat your 4-year-old with a 
switch is almost mindboggling. 

Actually, to me, ever beating your 4-year-old, or any 
small child, with a switch, is mindboggling. In the interest 
of full disclosure, I don’t recall ever being spanked, but was 
well aware based on the looks both of my parents gave me 
that a strict punishment was available if my behavior didn’t 
stop. Those looks were enough, and aside from talking too 
much or running through the house, I didn’t cause much 
trouble as a kid or teenager. 

But this isn’t about spanking or not spanking your child. 
This is about “whipping” them. All of the news outlets have 
included explanations, presumably for the benefit of those 
not from the South, on what a “switch” is when reporting 
on the story. I’m surenearly everyone reading this knows 
exactly what a switch is, and was probably forced to pick 
their own out before receiving their punishment at least 
once in their childhood. 

At the risk of insulting any of you or your families or 
traditions, that was and is wrong. To take a tree branch, or 
belt, or whatever the object may be, and strike a child with 
it is abuse. Those objects are being used as weapons, and 
you’re using them to inflict pain on a child. 

I won’t for a second presume that you, or your parents, or 
Adrian Peterson, didn’t or don’t love their children. It’s a 
cultural tradition, and if you’re raised in that environment, 
it’s essentially accepted and passed down. Most of those 
“whippings” were done “out of love” and in an effort to 
teach the child how to behave. Many of these people aren’t 
just beating their kids to cause them pain. 

But those children are being beaten and are being caused 
pain. I don’t like pointing it out either, because I know a 
huge segment of people were disciplined that wayand 
continue to discipline their own children in the same 
manner, but making adults uncomfortable about their 
actions is much better than having children be abused for 
theirs. 

Make no mistake, if I took a tree branch, broke it off, and 
proceeded to hit another 24-year-old guy with it, I’d be sent 
to jail. That would be assault, with a weapon, and we don’t 
tolerate such violence in our society. No matter how the guy 
had misbehaved or what he had said, we’d all agree I 
deserved to be locked up for that. We’re also all in total 
agreement that Rice and McDonald are monsters for hitting 
women they claim to love. 

When it comes to children, however, our culture changes 
gears into this strange mindset. The one person on this 
planet who trusts you instinctively, and whose entire 
survival is essentially predicated on your protection, is the 
only one you’re allowed to hit? The one who is too small to 
fight back, and who has almost no voice to speak out 
against the action, is fair game? 

Why, because our great grandparents did it to our 
grandparents? They also smoked while holding their baby 
and gave them toys covered in lead paint to chew on. I 
don’t say that to be offensive, but to point out that just 
maybe it’s not a bad idea to reevaluate our traditions and 
what we accept as new evidence and thought is brought into 
a situation. 

I am not a parent, but I don’t think I have to be to see 
right from wrong. I’m not saying parents shouldn’t 
discipline or punish their children. I’m not even saying a 
swat to the hand or diaper of a baby to teach them to leave 
electrical sockets alone is a bad thing. I’m asking people to 
ask themselves why the only way to get a child to obey 
them is to hit them with a weapon and why their 100-plus 
pound size advantage and fully developed brain is not 
enough to keep a toddler in check. 

Adrian Peterson’s lawyer. Rusty Hardin, released a 
statement that said, “It is important to remember that 
Adrian never intended to harm his son and deeply regrets 
the unintentional injury.” What is the point of such 
“discipline” if not to cause harm, then? You don’t hit 
children with tree branches unless you intend to injure 
them. The entire idea is to cause them lots of pain so that 
they don’t engage in that behavior again. 

So own it. Say aloud that you want to hurt a child and use 
that pain and the fear of further pain to keep the child from 
not picking up his toys or throwing her cookies in the floor. 
See how it sounds to you. If it still sounds okay, ask 
yourself why that’s fine, but we agree that adults shouldn’t 
hit other adults. If it doesn’t sound okay, well, the 
Minnesota Vikings could use a running back.

After two blowout victories to open the season, the Indians 
traveled to Metcalfe County last Friday night to square off with 
the Class AA Hornets.

These Centers, part of the 
NIOSH Agriculture, Forestry 
and Fishing program, rep¬ 
resent the only substantive 
federal effort to meet the 
obligation to ensure safe 
working conditions for 
workers in one of our 
nation’s largest and most 
vital production sectors. 
Nearly 80 percent of agricul¬ 
ture, forestry and fishing 
operators employ fewer than 
10 workers, and most rely on 


family members and/or 
immigrant, part-time, con¬ 
tract and seasonal labor.

Rural Roadway Safety is 
something that all drivers 
need to be concerned with.

Winter Annual Forages 

Winter annual forages are essential for most dairy farms to 
provide adequate forages for the dairy herd. At the same time, 
winter annual forage production can be challenging. Dairymen 
must balance the need to produce an adequate quantity of forage 
while maintaining quality. Harvest must be timely before quality 
declines and in time to plant the higher yielding, higher quality corn 
silage crop. Seeding of winter annual forages are just around the 
corner. As we get closer to planting time of the winter annual 
forage crop, here are some things to consider. 

Fertility 

Double cropping of corn silage and winter annual forage 
removes a large amount of nutrients from the soil. A corn silage 
crop yielding 20 tons per acre followed by a wheat silage crop 
yielding 8 tons per acre will remove a total of 102 pounds of 
phosphate and 320 pounds of potash. On most soils, manure 
produced on the farm will supply the crop with adequate 
phosphorus. However, many soils will still need additional 
potassium. Due to the high nutrient removal rates of silage crops, 
soils should be tested on an annual basis to ensure fertility levels 
are adequate for production. 

Nitrogen recommendations for small grains for forage are 90-120 
lbs N for no-till and 60-90 lbs N for tilled fields. Fall applications 
of nitrogen are usually not needed as there is adequate residual 
nitrogen left over from the corn silage crop. A single application of 
nitrogen is generally most effective when applied between late 
February and early April depending upon your location. The goal is 
to apply the nitrogen right before spring growth begins. Nitrogen 
rates ultimately affect the yield of the crop as well as the protein 
content. 


Weed Control 

Winter annual weeds such as henbit, chickweed, and annual 
bluegrass can be detrimental to winter annual forage yields and 
quality. Timely management of these weeds is essential to prevent 
significant yield loss. Weeds that are present in fields prior to 
seeding can be easily controlled by using a burndown herbicide 
such as glyphosate or gramoxone. Once established, herbicide 
options for broadleaf weed control are available for most small 
grain forages but must be applied at the proper stage of growth to 
effectively control weeds and prevent injury to the crop. Post- 
emergent herbicide for other winter annual forage crops are limited 
and sometimes non-existent. Be sure to do your homework on weed 
control when trying a new winter annual forage crop. As always, be 
sure to read and follow herbicide labels especially restrictions 
which may applying to harvesting the crop as a forage. 

Mixtures 

Mixtures of winter annual grasses and legumes have been used 
by some farmers for forages with mixed results. If mixtures are to 
be planting, pay close attention to the expected harvest dates. When 
mixtures are used, select crops that will mature near the same time. 
Do not plant early maturity crops like rye with later maturing crops 
such as wheat. 

When using a mixture, reduce the seeding rate of each by one- 
half. Plant mixtures with a drill that has grain and legume boxes, or 
broadcast and cultipack. Many times the biggest challenge that 
exists when planting winter annual grass/legume mixture is weed 
control. No post-emergence herbicide options are available for 
winter annual grass legume mixtures. Controlling weeds in annual 
grass/legume mixtures should be done prior to planting by using a 
burndown application of glyphosate, paraquat, or by tillage. 

Another challenge presented when planting winter annual grass/ 
legume mixtures is deciding upon a nitrogen rate. While annual 
legumes produce their own nitrogen, very little if any nitrogen 
shared with the companion crop. On the other hand, too much 
nitrogen could pose a problem of the grass out-competing the 
legume. Although we have limited data available on nitrogen 
fertilization of mixtures, an application of 30 to 50 lbs nitrogen per 
acre will benefit winter annual grass/legume mixtures. Be aware 
that several factors (rainfall, residual nitrogen, percent legumes in 
the stand, etc.) will ultimately affect how much nitrogen can be 
safely applied.

driver off the roadway and 
diverting it to other items is 
dangerous on four lane road¬ 
ways, and it can be deadly on 
the rural roads. 

Farm equipment needs to 
be checked on a regular basis 
to ensure that all lighting and 
markings are in working 
order and visible to the 
motoring public. Farm equip¬ 
ment operators need to take 
heed when making left turns 
into fields and farmsteads. 
Farm operators should also 
use turn signals when a trac¬ 
tor or combine is so equipped 
and use hand signals for older 
equipment. Operators of farm 


equipment should always 
look behind before attempt¬ 
ing a left-hand turn to be cer¬ 
tain no vehicles are trying to 
pass them. 

The motoring public needs 
to be aware that farm 
machinery will turn left into 
fields or farmsteads and to 
drive defensively when 
attempting to pass farm 
equipment. Remember: driv¬ 
ers may only pass farm 
equipment in designated 
“passing” zones; it is illegal 
to pass farm equipment in 
“no passing”zones. It may be 
difficult for farmers making a 
left-hand turn to see passing 



vehicles in their rear 
view mirrors if those 
following vehicles 
are too close. 

Taking time to 
pass safely can 
be the differ¬ 
ence between 
life and death. 

Leaving home a 
little earlier and 
allowing more time 
to make it to a des¬ 
tination can allow 
for a more pleasant ^ H 
drive that will be 
safer for drivers, passengers, 
and other vehicle operators 
who share the road.

The death rate in Kentucky’s agricultural industry is two to three times 
higher than the national average, primarily due to the high number of 
tractor and tractor overturn deaths. 

Since 1994, nearly 80 Kentucky farmers have been killed in tractor 
overturns, and another 35 have died from falling off moving tractors, 
according to the Kentucky Injury Prevention and Research Center 2001-02 
Annual Report. Nearly all these deaths could have been prevented with use 
of Roll-Over Protective Structures (ROPS) and seatbelts. 

Following these farm safety practices could save your life, or that of a 
farm worker, family member or friend. 

Have ROPS installed on older model tractors. ROPS are available for 
most tractors manufactured since the late 1960s or early 1970s, and for 
some popular models manufactured prior to these times. Check with a 
tractor dealer for information on a ROPS for your make and model of your 
tractor. 

If you have a ROPS or safety cab, always use the seatbelt. The seatbelt 
will ensure that you remain in the protection zone in the event of an 
overturn. It also will keep you from being thrown off the tractor if you hit 
an obstacle or barrier, which accounts for about 25 percent of the tractor 
deaths in Kentucky. 

ROPS and seatbelt-equipped tractors annually would save about 350 
lives on United States farms, according to the National Safety Council. 

Other farm tractor safety equipment includes a bypass starter cover 
(BSC) and power take-off (PTO) master shield. When equipment is used on 
public roads, be sure it’s equipped with a slow moving vehicle emblem and 
lighting and reflectors or reflective tape. 

A BSC will prevent a tractor from inadvertently or intentionally being 
started from the ground and lurching forward, possibly injuring or killing 
the operator or innocent by-standers. This could occur when someone tries 
to jump start a tractor that is in gear and has a dead battery or inadvertently 
“shorts across” the starter terminals while performing other maintenance. 

•Many farm tractors don’t have the original PTO master shields. A 
missing shield exposes an operating power take-off and risks entangling the 
operator in the spinning shaft. 

•If you operate a farm tractor on public roads or highways, be sure it is 
has a SMV emblem to warn other drivers of your slow-moving vehicle on 
the roadway. Replace faded reflective materials on the emblem. 

•Some newer types of retro-reflective materials are up to ten times more 
reflective than older materials and will last up to twice as long before 
fading. The newer reflective materials give motorists more time to react. 

•Regularly inspect tractor lights, including headlights and amber 
flashing to forewarn other drivers on the roadway. 

•Also, remember to inspect reflectors or reflective tape on the front and 
rear edges of towed equipment. Use amber or yellow on the front; red on 
the rear. Front reflectors or tape especially are important when the edges of 
towed equipment extend beyond the left side of the tractor because they 
alert on-coming traffic to protruding equipment behind the tractor. 

•For added protection, especially at intersections, mark the sides of 


towed equipment with the same amber or yellow reflective tape used on the 
front of the equipment. 

•To prevent serious injuries from costing you time, money or perhaps a 
life, develop a safety management and a health plan tailored to each aspect 
of your farming operation. Write these plans down and annually review 
them. Talk with family members and employees about safety procedures 
and how to respond should an injury happen. 

•Use safety and health plans to help train farm workers and enforce farm 
safety rules including personal protective equipment use and maintenance. 

•Regularly inspect the safety of equipment and facilities; make 
necessary repairs, and keep guards and shielding in place. 

•Use and maintain products as directed in the manufacturer’s manuals 
and labels, or as instructed by product suppliers.
